Greeting: — When  our  Society  had  been  duly  incorporated  at  our 
reunion  and  celebration  on  July  19,  1905,  the  incorporators  elected  to

\  'y—  dividing  them  into  Charter  Members  and  Life  Members;  Charter  Members 
having  contributed  less  than  ten  dollars,  and  Life  Members  having  con- 
tributed  ten  dollars  or  more.

We  submit  herewith  the  report  of  our  Secretary-Treasurer  from  Septem- 
■  ber  1,  1905,  the  date  of  the  last  report.    Through  the  generosity  of  two  of 
our  Life  Members  we  are  nearly  out  of  debt. 

Correspondence  in  gathering  material  for  the  proposed  volume  has 
required  the  use  of  much  stationery  and  much  postage  money,  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  in  securing  more  thorough  lineage  records,  owing  to  the 
thoughtlessness  of  those  who  failed  to  observe  all  the  directions  on  the 
printed  forms  sent  out.  The  matter  of  removing  the  boulder,  mortar  and 
shells,  dedicated  to  our  Revolutionary  patriots,  from  their  present  out  of 
the  \vay  location  to  the  "Stocking  Triangle,"  which  is  on  the  great  tho- 
roughfare between  Hartford  and  Middletown,  and  where  they  would  tell 
the  story  of  our  ancestors'  devotion  to  liberty  to  all  who  pass  by,  has  been 
discussed.  All  members  of  our  Society,  especially  those  who  were  here 
last  July,  are  requested  to  express  their  views  thereupon  to  our  Secretary. 
Our  next  reunion  and  celebration  will  be  held  during  the  latter  part  of  June, 
1907,  with  exercises  in  an  evening  and  on  the  day  following.  The  cost  of 
issuing  the  notice  and  program  of  this  reunion  should  be  provided  in  ad- 
vance.   An  average  contribution  of  one  dollar  from  each  present  member,

Our  memorials  have  been  erected  and  paid  for. 

JJ®""  Each  member  scanning  the  present  list  and  noting  the  absence  of 
names  of  6thers  of  their  respective  clans  is  requested  to  use  his  or  her 
influence  with  such,  to  induce  them  to  cooperate  in  our  praiseworthy  work 
by  becoming  members  of  our  Society.  If  this  request  is  heeded  we  will 
have  double  the  number  of  members  reported  herewith.  And  this  work 
should  be  done  promptly,  as  when  the  lists  of  Charter  and  Life  Members 
are  printed  for  use  in  the  volume  they  should  include  all  who  have  any 
interest  in  perpetuating  the  memory  of  their  ancestors.  Members  can 
apply  to  our  Secretary  for  additional  copies  of  this  report  for  distribution 
jn  their  respective  clans,  or  mail  names  and  addresses  to  him  so  he  will  not 
duplicate. 

The  fee  for  Charter  Membership  is  one  dollar  or  more,  according  to 
one's  ability.  Life  Members  contributing  ten  dollars  or  more,  are  entitled 
to  have  one  portrait  inserted  in  the  volume  without  extra  charge. 

The  gathering  of  material  for  the  volume,  which  has  engrossed  much 
of  the  time  and  energy  of  our  Secretary  for  several  years,  is  about  done. 
But  the  perfecting  of  lineages  requires  much  correspondence,  and  this 
work  is  now  being  prosecuted  with  vigor.  The  cost  of  this  correspondence,

Mrs.  Susan  Riley  Ashley,  of  Denver,  Col.,  a  Life  Member  of  our  Society, 
has  donated  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  to  the  Connecticut  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for  the  purchase  of  a  large  flag 
for  their  "Home  for  Aged  Veterans  and  their  Wives,  and  Widows  of 
Veterans,"  which  is  located  on  the  property  owned  from  1G70  to  1741 
by  the  Sage  family,  to  17S2  by  the  Riley  family,  and  to  1850  by  the  Gridley 
family. 

Mrs.  Stella  Ranney  Fisk-Forrester,  of  Dodd,  Washington,  daughter  of 
Mrs.  Martha  Columbia  (Ranney)  Fisk,  and  an  artist  of  reputation,  has 
donated  to  our  Society  an  oil  painting,  4G  inches  by  30  inches,  of  a  view 
in  the  Yosemite  Valley.  An  elaborate  frame,  made  in  1833,  and  regilded 
at  a  cost  of  twenty-five  dollars,  has  been  obtained,  and  so  framed  it  will 
be  sold  for  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.  The  frame  alone  is  valued 
at  seventy-five  dollars. 


in  tiie  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union  Cromwell  sent  its  full 
quota  to  serv^e  on  land  and  on  water,  as  the  Upper  Houses  had  done  in 
the  French-Indian  War  and  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  order  that 
Cromwell  may  have  a  memorial  of  those  who  died  in  this  service,  lSGl-65, 
our  Society  extends  to  the  Town  of  Cromwell  and  to  its  citizens  an  oppor- 
tunity to  place  a  bronze  tablet  on  our  granite  boulder  on  Stocking  Triangle.

The  Secretary-Treasurer,  residing  in  Cromwell,  reports  that  the  Revo- 
lutionary Boulder,  Alortar  and  Shells  are  located  in  an  obscure  place.  In 
the  winter  of  1904  the  2000  lb.  mortar  was  thrown  off  its  base  of  stone  and. 
the  shells  were  pitched  over  the  cemetery  fence.  The  mortar  was  then 
mounted  at  a  cost  of  twenty  dollars. 

Since  11)06  came  in  the  shells  have  again  been  distributed  and  the 
wooden  mouth  piece  of  the  mortar  battered  to  pieces.  If  they  are  placed 
on  Stocking  Triangle,  the  most  conspicuous  location  in  the  village,  it  is  be- 
lieved the  unruly  ones  will  not  disturb  them.  Concrete  foundations  must  be 
built  for  them.    The  entire  cost  will  be  forty  or  fifty  dollars.
